We fancy that this statement of the caseis 


not much at variance with fact. It is evi- 


. dently the purpose of the insurgents to cre- 


ate alarm’ whenever it is possible; and the 
accounts sent abroad in their interest bear 
evident marks of exaggeration. The Span- 
ish officials may have withheld information 
when it has seemed adverse, but on the other 
hand it is quite certain that the. stories of 
revolutionary progress are either wholly un- 


true or so magnified as to be essentially false... 


It is impossible to test the allegations of 


| success on the part of the insurgents by any-- 


thing like consistency or continuousness in 
the reports transmitted, without feeling that 
the latter are prepardil with the view of 
exciting sympathy abroad, and perhaps 
some form. of intervention. So far as 
we can . judge from the published 
narratives, the insurrection is not spreading— 
the insurgents are not constantly acquiring 
strength. We accept as more than probable 
the remark of the Albion’s informant, that 
“the insurrection itself and all its attendant 
incidents are greatly exaggerated.” 

It may be the duty of Americans to give 
what moral support public opinion can law- 
fully give to the Cubans who have taken up 
arins against the authority of Spain ; though 
why it should be so is not apparent. But at 
least we are entitled to the truth, and that 
is not at present favorable to the chances of 
the insurrection. 


Naturalization—Mr. Frelinghuysen’s Bill. 

The measures pending in Congress for the 
more stringent regulation of the naturaliza- 
tion of aliens meet with a good deal of oppo- 
sition from our German citizens, irrespective 
of party.

Our State Legislature is asked to protect 
us in the City against the threatening perils 
of cheap potatoes and other vegetables used 
for food. The Committee on Cities, in the 
Assembly, has reported favorably, and is 
urging the passage of a bill prohibiting the 
leasing of any market-stand or stall to non- 
residents, whether of the City or State we 
are not advised. But it seems some evil- 
minded persons from New-Jersey are in the 
habit of bringing articles to our market for 
sale, and of underselling others who cannot 
therefore exact quite so high prices for their 
“truck” as they could if these interlopers 
were excluded: §So it is proposed to exclude 
them by law. 

A more absurd measure cannot well be im- 
agined, at a time when cheap food is the great 
necessity of the working classes,—wiien 
everybody is complaining of thé cost of liv- 
ing,—it seems heartless and cruel to exclude 
from our markets anybody who can help re- 
duce it. We ought rather to invite produce 
of all kinds and from every quarter for the 
supply of the wants of the City. There are 
more than a million of people to be fed from 


day to day; and the idea of. making the 


right to sell them food a monopoly, for the 
beneft of any special class or portion of the 
people, savors.a good deal more of the selfish 
favoritism of the olden time, than of regard 
for the rights or intereste of the great body 
of the people. 

If the New-Jersey farmers can afford to 
sell to our people the ‘food they need, at 
lower rates than they are now forced to pay, 
in Heaven’s name let them do so. They 
should be aided and encouraged, rather than 
hindered and resisted: in the effort. The 
power which the control of our markets 
gives our authorities this to exclude compe- 
tition and enhance the price of food to the. 
people, is another very strong illustration of
